It recites the fact that the tariff b ill 
has now passed l>oth the houses of con­ 
gress and hopes that it will soon b e 
concurred in b y b oth house« . 
W ith 
that acted upon a sub ject of equal im­ 
portance. he says, demands immediate 
attention, that of reform in our cur­ 
rency. 
The message quotes from the 
president’s inaugural addre-s, in which 
he sa id : 
“ Our financial system needs some re­ 
vision ; our money is all good now, b ut 
its value must not b e further threat­ 
ened. It Should all b e put oil an endur­ 
ing b asis, not sub ject to easy attack nor 
its stab ility to doub t or dispute. 
“ Therefore, I b elieve it necessary to 
devise a system which, without dim in­ 
ishing the circulating medium, or offer­ 
ing a premium for its contraction, will 
put a remedy for these arrangements, 
which, 
temporary in their 
nature, 
might well, in the years of our prosper­ 
ity. have b een displaced b y wi>er pro­ 
visions. 
“ W ith adequate revenue secured, b ut 
not until then, we can enter upon such 
changes in our fiscal laws as will, while 
insuring safety and volume to our 
money, no longer impose upon the 
government the necessity of m aintain­ 
ing so large a gold reserve, with its a t­ 
tendant and inevitab le temptations to 
speculation.” 
It also cites the work and recommen­ 
dations of the Indianapolis currency 
convention and says if the power is 
vested 
111 the president, it is his pur­ 
pose to appoint a commission, non-par­ 
tisan, consisting of prominent, well 
informed citizens, who will command 
pub lic confidence. 
The message closes 
with the hope that the congress will 
enact- legislation 
at this session to 
authorize this commissiou to b e made 
up of representatives of b oth parties, 
so that the president may b e prepared 
to report to congress when it reassem­ 
b les in the first term of the next regu­ 
lar session. 
The president asks authority to name 
nine commissioners and for an appro­ 
priation for the expenses of the com­ 
mission. 
The president, while b elieving that 
congress will respond to his message, is 
not over-confident and there was some 
difference of opinion expressed b y the 
cab inet as to the fate the recommenda­ 
tion would meet at this session. 
The majority, however, b elieved the 
opportunity was at least a favorab le 
one and that it was at any rate the 
dutv of the administration to do what 
it could to hasten the reform.

W a s h i n g t o n , Ju ly 8 .— T h e p r e s id e n t 
sent 
a message to 
congress 
t o d a y 
r e c o m m e n d in g a currency commission. 
It recites the fact that the tariff bill 
has now passed both the houses of con­ 
gress and hopes th at it will soon he 
concurred in by both houses. 
W ith 
that acted upon a subject of equal im ­ 
portance, he says, demands im m ediate 
attention, that of reform in our cur­ 
rency. 
The m es-age quotes from the 
president’s inaugural address, in which 
lie said : 
“ Our financial system needs some re­ 
vision ; our m oney is all good now, but 
its value m ust not be further th re a t­ 
ened. It should ail be put on an endur­ 
ing basis, not subject to easy attack nor 
its stability to doubt or dispute. 
“ Therefore, I believe it necessary to 
devise a system which, w ithout dim in­ 
ishing the circulating medium, or offer­ 
ing a prem ium for its contraction, will 
put a remedy for these arrangem ents, 
which, 
tem porary in their 
nature, 
m ight w’eli, in the years of our prosper­ 
ity, have be *n displaced by wiser pro­ 
visions. 
“ W ith adequate revenue secured, but 
not until then, we can enter upon such 
changes in our fiscal laws as will, while 
insuring safety and volume to our 
money, no longer impose upon the 
governm ent the necessity of m aintain­ 
ing so large a gold reserve, w ith its a t­ 
tendant and inevitable tem ptations to 
sueculafion.” 
It also cites the work and recom m en­ 
dations of the Indianapolis currency 
convention and says if the power is 
vested in the president, it is his p u r­ 
pose to appoint a commission, non-par­ 
tisan, consisting of prominent, well 
inform ed citizens, who will command 
public confidence. 
The message closes 
w ith the hope th at the congress will 
enact legislation 
at this session to < 
authorize this commission to be made 
up of representatives of both parties, ! 
so th at the president may be prepared 
to report to congress when it reassem ­ 
bles in the first term of the next regu­ 
lar session. 
The president asks authority to name 
nine commissioners aud for an appro­ 
priation for the expenses of the com­ 
mission. 
The president, w hile believing that 
congress will respond to his message, is 
not over-confident and there was some 
difference of opinion expressed by the 
cabinet as to the fate the recom menda­ 
tion would meet at this session. 
The m ajority, however, believed the 
opportunity was at least a favorable 
one and that it was at any rate the 
d uty of the adm inistration to do w hat 
it could to hasten the reform-

thorities at Santiago de Cuba in the- 
year 1895.” 
The resolution fu rth er 
authorizes the president “ to employ 
such m eans or exercise such power as 
may be necessary.*’ 
The resolution is based upon the dis­ 
closures m ade iii correspondence for­ 
warded to the senate by the president 
last April, iii which it is made to appear 
according to the preamble of the reso­ 
lution reported by Senator Lodge th at 
“ all the diplom atic effors of the gov­ 
ernm ent of the U nited States exerted 
for an ‘amicable adjustm ent and pay­ 
m ent of a just indem nity have proved 
entirely unavailing.” 
The resolution reported is considered 
by members of the com m ittee an im ­ 
portant step. and is construed as an­ 
other intim ation from the com m ittee 
that force should, if necessary, be used 
in protecting Americans in Cuba.

After telling how the privy council 
was formed into a commission " to h» ar 
the petitions of the lords, great men, 
unblf*, knights and other with regard 
to services, duties, attendances, offices, 
fees and rights connected with the r*re- 
mouy of coronation,” the roll states 
w hat these petitions Mere, or at k ast 
such of them as Were granted. 
One was that the Duke of Norfolk, 
who claimed "th e right to find for the 
queen on lier day of coronation a glove 
for her m ajesty’* right hand and to sup­ 
port the queen’s right arm on the same 
day as long as her majesty shall hold 
in her hand the royal scepter, the peti­ 
tioner holding the manor of Worksop 
by the aforesaid services.” In other 
words, if the Duke of Norfolk had 
failed to provide the glove or to support 
her m ajesty’s arm at that particular 
tim e his ownership of Worksop manor 
would have been invalidated and the 
property have reverted to the crown. 
Another petition was that of Barbara, 
Baroness Grey de Rutbyn. who, as the 
head of her fam ily, claimed the right to 
carry the great spurs before her majesty 
on the day of ber coronation and asked 
th at George, Laird Byron, be appointed 
her deputy for the jierformance of that 
duty. 
Yet another was that of Francis, 
tw elfth earl of Huntingdon. 
The earl­ 
dom of Huntingdon bud remained sus­ 
pended for many years owing to the 
tenth earl dying w ithout issue. 
When, 
however, this tw elfth in the line of suc­ 
cession succeeded in establishing, as a 
descendant of the second earl, his right 
to the peerage, be also claimed the right 
to carry one of the four swords of state 
in the coronation procession, this, as 
well as other duties and services con­ 
nected w ith the ceremony, being the 
condition of his tenure of lands. Small 
wonder, then, that in announcing the 
omission of the procession it was im ­ 
portant to set forth also that the non­ 
performance of duties connected w ith it 
should entail no forfeitures.

MAY BECOME A PROMINENT NATION. 


Railroad Construction a Lfk'liug Fwatnre 
of It* Iiulu« trial Development No Foa- 
» ib tlify of Mniro'ii N>ar Adoptiou of a 
Gold Banin. 


William Guggenheim, one of the 
Iiemb ors of the well known mining aud 
nuelter tiim which is operating on a 
large scale in Mexico, arrived in Den­ 
ver recently after a trip through the 
Mexican repub lic. He says the awaken­ 
ing in Mexico is movine steadily for­ 
ward, and capital of Europe and Amer­ 
ica is seeking investment in the silver 
repub lic. 
“ Mexico,” he said in the course of* 
an interesting interview last evening, 
“ is producing 55,000,000 or 60,000,000 
ounces of silver a year; b ut, strange to 
say, the copper aud lead product has not 
advanced in the same ratio. This is evi­ 
denced as all the smelter stacks erected 
within the past five years are not run­ 
ning, although we happen to have all 
cf our furnaces in b last at the present 
time. The smelters are suffering from a 
shortage of fluxing ores, and lead aud 
copper tlux is needed 111 order to keep 
the smelters in operatiou. 
“ it is only a question of time when 
railroads will b e completed, b y means 
cf which sufficient fluxes of all kinds 
will b e furnished. 
“ Railroad construction is progressing 
with the same rapidity as iu the past. 
The most important railroad in course 
cf b uilding just now is the road to the 
Pacific ocean, which Colonel Joe Hamp- 
son is b uilding. The government of the 
repub lic is taking a lively interest in 
this road. 
It passes through a magnifi­ 
cent agricultural and mineral country, 
sufficient to warrant handsome returns 
upon the investment if nothing b ut the 
local b usiness were to b e depended upon. 
A lailway from Chihuahua to the Paci 
fie coast is also considered, and it ie 
likely this road will b e b uilt within a 
reasonab le time. 
“ The agricultural districts have b een 
visited 
b y ab undant rains, insuring 
good crops. This, however, is not looked 
upon with favor b y the large manufac­ 
turers, as the wants of the Mexican la 
b orers are so few that it may b e very 
difficult to secure workmen in the man­ 
ufacturing and smelting estab lishments. 
When good crops come, the lab orers are 
not inclined to seek for work. So much 
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view, and b eing near the heart of the 
city would answer the purpose so well 
that that point needs 
110 argument.

“ In additiou to the mining industry, 
which is the greatest industry of the re­ 
pub lic, considerab le interest is shown 
iu raising coffee, tob acco aud other agri­ 
cultural products, us well as in manu­ 
facturing cotton goods, which are iu 
large demand in the country. 
The de­ 
velopment iu these directions will b e 
something remarkab le.’’ 
Mr. Guggenheim says it is a physical 
impossib ility for Mexico to move to a 
gold b asis aud there is not the slightest 
sentiment iu that direction. Pape r mon­ 
ey is not used to any great extent, t x 
cept b etween commercial houses, and 
the lab orers are all paid in silver. 
The 
tariff agitation in this country is not 
receiving any attention iu Mexico, as 
the people ure too b usy with their own 
affairs to worry over the troub les of the 
United States. 
“ I notice the sad experience of Amer­ 
icans seeking a fortune in the goldfields 
of Bolivia,” said 
Mr. Guggenheim.
